The inspector became more 
impressed by the shape and condition 
of the package than by the shortage 
of stamps, and at once wrete the Gov- 
ernor informing him that a pac 
of suspicious appearance addressed to 
him was being held at the office. The 
inspector asked for permission to open 
it without forwarding it to its desti- 
nation. 

The permission was given at once. 
Exercising the greatest care, the in- 
spector and his assistants removed the 
wrappings from the package to find 
that their worst fears were confirmed. 
It was a real infernal machine, crude, 
but so cleverly constructed that it wag 
capable of doing tremendous damage. 
It contained a quantity of powder, with 
bullets and matches so arranged that 
a hurried opening of the package 
would have set off the powder and 
hurled the bullets in all directions. 

SENDER HUMOROUS. 

That the sender of the machine had 
a grim sense of humor became appar- 
ent from an examination of the con- 
tents of the package. On a bit of paper 
he had written a message to the Gov- 
ernor which read: 

“Please notify us promptly of any 
change in your posto address.”

SEES TWO PHENOMENA, 


Pittsburgh Scientist Observes Re- 
markable Aurora Borealis and 
Immense Sun Spot. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
PITTSBURGH Sept. 12.—At- 
tracted by probably the most remarka- 
ble aurora borealis ever witnessed in 
this section of the country, Dr. John 
A. Breashear, the well-known scientist 
and astronomer, last night made a 
measurement of an immense sun spot 

he had just photographed. 

This spot covers 2,250,000,000 square 
miles of the surface of the sun, and 
has a temperature estimated at 6000 
deg. above zero. The aurora Borealis 
flashed fn brilliant shafts from the west 


to the north. The display lasted nearly 
six hours. 

Dr. Brashear believes there is close 
connection between the aurora borealis 
and sun spots. 

“I expect we shall hear of magnetic 
disturbances due to these sun spots,” 
said Dr. Brashear.

MRS. BURDETTE EARNESTLY AD- 
PURCHASE. 


_ Is Followed by Husband, Whose 
Biblical Comparison Makes Hit 
With Audience of Two Thousand 
People—Chafin and T’dore Beli Ad- 
dress Meetings.

PASADENA, Sept. 13.—Mrs. Robert 
J. oye is the first woman ‘o pub- 
licly efpress her opinion in favor of 
the city purchasing the local water 
plants. At the great meeting last 
night on Green street, which was at- 
tended by nearly 2000 people, she told 
of the advatttages to be gained. She 


‘even surpassed her famous husband in| 


this respect. Mrs. Burdette said in 
part 


: 
“IT am here to say a word for the 


_ people, for all the water, for all the 


city, for all the time; because I am 
first a thome-keeper, 
payer, thirdly a citizen of Pasadcna. 

“As you cherish the health of your 
homes d your city, vee to it that 
every provision be made, that. not 
only our present home-makers, but 
those who would be attracted to us are 
able to obtain abundant water for do- 
mestic purposes. This calis for munic- 
tpal ownership. You have no right 
to take it for granted that the water 
companies, though composed of our 
own good citizens, are going to go on 
and make a large future asset for this 
city at a large personal expenditure at 
present. One ownership only can do 
this. Municipal ownership will give 
us that assurance and insurance at 

rofitable rate of premium to ourselves. 

n’t you like that kind of insurance 
where you get the principal and keep 
the premium yourselves? 

“As a taxpayer I am eager for it, 
and fall to uniferstand the business 
acumen of those voters who say the 
fity Is too heavily bonded already, and 
that they do not want to increase the 
burden. a 

“If you are inclined to impeach the 


statement set forth by the Pasadena 


Realty Board, which I cannot believe 
any loyal citizen would do, you have 
only to take the .case of cities 


throughout the United States, 73 per 


cent of which, having a population of 
over 30,000 people, own their own wa- 
ter plants. Only one did not pay op- 
erating expenses, and 24 per cent. made 
money out of the waterworks. Los 
Angeles, in the face of an investment 
of $2.000,000, not only paid operating 
and extension expenses, but interest, 
created a sinking fund, and lowered 
the rate 30 per cent. 

SHOULD SNAP UP BARGAIN.

SAN FRANCISCO BOY RESCUES 
TWO SMALLER LADS.

Latter’s Frail Boat is Swamped by 
Unusually High Swell and Visitor 
Swims to Their Aid—Leos Angeles- 
Pacific Completes Broad-Gauging 
North Loop Tracks. 


SANTA MONICA, Sept. 12.—Em- 
mett Roberts of San Francisco, res- 
cued two boys from drowning about 
5:30 o’clock this evening. 

The boys, Edward Lee and John 
Rouse, had been playing in the surf 
for an hour or so, swimming out to 
meet the breakers and riding back to 
shore on the crest of the high waves, 
in a smal] boat which they had fast- 
ened by a rope to a log on the shore.

secondly a tax! the wave broke with great force, and 


the frail little vessel, torn from the 
rope which had held it, was turned 
over, and carried out to sea. 

The boys struggled manfully against 
the current, but, in spite of their ef- 
forts, were borne from the land. 

Their strength was nearly exhausted 
when they attracted‘ the attention of 
Emmett Roberts, who was bathing in 
the surf. 

Roberts, who is an expert swimmer, 
started to the rescue, and reached the 
boys none too soon, for they were at 
the mercy of the waves, and were 
clinging desperately to an oar which 
had fallen from the upturned boat. 
He managed to place himself in po- 
sition so that grasping the par, with 
one hand, he struck out for the shore. 
His a@trong, even stroke soon brought 
them out of danger. 

The two boys required vigorous 
treatment before they could be taken 
to their homes, north of Santa Monica. 
Lee had received a blow on the head 
from the oar, and fainted when he 
reached the beach.

VACCINATION PROBLEM STIRS 
LONG BEACH BOARD. 


Says it Will not Expel Scholars 
Whose Parents Refuse to Allow 
Them te Be Made Smalipox Proof.

LONG BEACH, Sept, 12.—When the 
old board of school trustees was legis- 
lated out of office by the operation of 
the city charter, which gave control of 
the schools to the city, it left as a 
legacy a practical defiance of a de- 
mand by the State Medical Board for 
compulsory vaccination of pupils.

President Craig, speaking for the en- 
tire board, said all the pupils had 
been notified ‘to be vaccinated, and 
that every effort short of force had 
been made to obey the law, but be- 
yond that the board would not go. 
All the members would resign before 
they would obey such an order from 
the State Board, nor would they ex- 
pel any pupil who refused to Le vat- 
cinated. 

“But the State Board will compel 
you to do so," remarked Dr. Bancroft.

UST WE BECOME CAVE DWELL- 
ERS? 

Gazing at Aviator Wright, cutting figure eights 
and sporting in the air like an amorous eagle, his 
namesake, the Secretary of War, made a few ob- 
servations at Fort Myer last week. As it was 
practically the first public appearance, not only of 
vad aéroplane, but of- Taft’s suecessor, a waiting 
world naturally hung onto the lips of the Cabinet 
Minister. Here was a chance for‘the possessor of 
the war portfolio to achieve fame. He was given 
the opportunity to rival the sentence none too cor- 
rect historians forced on the tongue of the Duke 
of Wellington at Waterloo: “Up, guards, and at 
‘em.” Or he could achieve something like the 
reputation which came to Nelson when his flags 
fluttered the message: “England expects every 
man to do his duty,” a phrase which Togo brazeniy 
plagiarized at the battle of the Sea of Japan. 
Honor for all ages came as near to Wright, the 
War Minister, as to Wright, the. flying machine 
man, but it found the former without the goods. 
The most wonderful sight of the century he 
greeted with the one word: “Extraordinary!” 

The heavier-than-air machine having buried 
Secretary Wright’s reputation as a phrase-maker, 
we may well consider what it is going to do to us 
unfortunate people who possess neither portfolio 
nor aéroplanes. It is all very fascinating to rgad 
about one bold mariner of the air cavorting in the 
wind above the stately domes of the Capitol, but 
what is the great American public going to do 
when a few thousand of these contraptions ske- 
daddie athwart the eternal blue, as the paet calls 
the sky? How are we going to escape when the 
fool who rocks the boat ascends heavenward and 
drops peanuts and things from a delirious height 
upon our unprotected cocoanuts? This is the 
problem of the age. Perhaps Rockefeller will es- 
tablish a college for the sole purpose of considering 
this awful question and arriving at a solution. 

“They build too low who build beneath the skies,” 
once remarked the same pessimistic gentleman who 


gave us the familiar quotation about tired nature’s 
sweet testerer, balmy sleep. He lived in a day 
when any one who suggested that man could ¢on- 
quer the air with a ship or a plane or any old 
thing would have been ducked in a pond,“If indeed 
he escaped being hanged, drawn and quartered.

Supreme Court of Michigan on Direct 
‘ Legislation. 

“The power of enacting general laws cannot be 
delegated—not even to the people. There is nothing 
in the Constitution which authorizes or contem- 
plates it; nothing in the nature of the power which 
requires it; nothing in the usages of our American 
government which sanctions it; no. single adjudi- 
cation of a court of last resort, in any State, which 
affirms it; and such delegation would be contrary 
to the intent manifested the very structure of 
the legislative department of the government. 

“While the power and the responsibility of legis- 
lation remain where the Constitution has placed 
them, before any proposed measure can become a 
law, it must first struggle for ascendency at the 
ballot box, amid the numerous issues involved in 
all political contests. It must pass through the 
ordeal of public and deliberate discussion in the 
Legislature. It must receive the sanction of the 
concurrent vote of a majority, or, having been re- 
turned with the Governor’s veto, of two-thirds of 
the members of the two houses of which the Leg- 
islature is composed—votes cast by men who are 
not the mere deputies of their immediate constit- 
vents, but the representatives of the whole ple, 
and bound to act for the general good; Dom 
responsible to the people for their action, and ma 
be held to that sige agement Public opinion will 
prevail, and pass into public law; but it will be 
enlightened, deliberate, permanent and organically 
expressed public opinion. It is this opinion alone 
which the Constitution designed should govern. 
Such a government secures deliberation and re- 
sponsibility in legislation, and affords protection 
against the despotism of official rulers on the one 
hand, and of irresponsible, numerical majorities on 
the other. It has been appropriately termed, ‘the 
flower of modern civilization.’ 

“But if the Legislature may transfer this power 
and this responsibility to the people, where are the 
checks which the Constitution intended te provide 
against hasty inconsiderate legislation? Where 
are the securities against arbitrary and

Three or four members of Lioyds are 
reported financially embarassed, but it 
is announced that this will have no ef- 
fect upen any of the insurance carried. 
There are in all eighteen underwriting 
‘members in the same syndicate, and 
ithe balance of the members will take 
care of the policies underwritten. At 
the present time there are 708 under- 
writing members of Lioyds, and the 
security provided by them and held by 
the committee of Lioyds amounts, for 
marine risks, to close upon £4,000,00, 
while the addi onal security provided 
for fire and other non-marine risks 
amounts to ener. £2,000,000. This of | 
course does not take into account the | 
private means of members, which | 
probably amount to considerably more 
than the security provided.

“Just newspaper verse” is the way 
some people refer to the homely poems 
of everyday life which some man 
writes in the dust and noise of a busy 
office—-but writes out of his heart just 
as much in the air laden with stale to- 
bacco smoke and burdened with the 
staccato rattle of typewriter keys, as 
does the poet of imagination, who wan- 
ders on the hillside under the blue sky. 
But look through the scrap-books 
where old favorites are pasted, and the 
yellowing newspaper clippings will 


joutnumber everything else. 


The bits of verse here collected 
were written for the Newark Evening 
News, as part of a daily column. They 
are of the daily life, with no preten- 
sions of literary polish. But they have 
the feeling which polish cannot sup- 
plant—for an example, there is nothing 
better than “When Dad Was Fired.” 
The book is attractively printed and 
bound.

BRIDGE NEARLY COMPLETED. 


Road Making and Bridging Arm of 


Alamitos Bay on Way to Naples, 
ng. 


The bridge over the western arm 
of Alamitos Bay, near Naples, will 
be completed by the first of the week.

TEHACHEPL Sept. 8.—This little town 


of 1000 people, perched right on the 


summit of the divide between South- 


ern and Northern California, is one of 
the principal gainers by the operation 


of the Los Angeles-Fresno day train. 
Hitherto four Southern Pacific passen- 
ger trains went through at night, but 
there was none by y. 


Now citizens can/go to Los Angeles 


shortly after noon get back about 


the same time, after pending two days 


in the city, or by traveling only one 


way under the old conditions, make the 


journey, transact a day’s business and 
get back quickly. Angelefios can run 
up for one night, spend half of two 
days and have a day's journey both 
ways. Those in a hurry can leave the 
city in the morning, get here a little 
after noon, and go back on the night 
train that gets at 7 a.m. into Los An- 
geles. Thus no time is lost. 
SHEEP AND FARMING. 

Tehachepi is an important sheep- 
shipping station. It has a mixed pop- 
ulation, many French, Spanish, 
Basques, Mexicans, native Spanish- 
Americans and Italians. The French 
and Spanish Basques become sheep 


owners or herders. The Ltaliana, Span- 


ish-Americans and Mexicans find eim- 
ployment ir the lime kilns, as wood- 
choppers and on ranches. 

In the mountain valleys there are 
many fine ranches, and more could be 
established. Lands capable of high 
cultivation remain unoccupied. Min- 
erals abound, but are little exploited. 
There is little prospecting. Undoubt- 
edly, once interested, Los Angeles

opcnings here. The day train will aid 
this by enabling prospective settlers or 
investors to come up and look around. 

The cutting and shipping of cord 


wood is an important industry. Char--

PHILIPPINE FLYING FOXES. 


Hard to Shoot Them, and Can Only 


Get Them by Breaking a 
Wing. 
“I think the hardest thing to kill in 


the Philippines isva fiying fox or fruit- 
eating bat. Those fruit-eating bats 
come flying ovem by the thousands from 
the Island of Bassalan to the Island 
of Mindanao just at sunset, and fig 
back between 4 and 5 in the morning. 


“I went out hunting with two ship- 


mates about twelve miles outside of 
Zamboanga one day, and about 3 
and loves the mountains knows how! clock in the afternoon the natives 
to wrest a living from them; whether | took us to some rice paddies, where, 
about 5 o'’ciock, the doves and rics 
hens were flying around so thick we 
sat in one place and kept on shoof- 
ing till our shells were very near ail 
gone,” says a returned soldier from the 
Philippines. 


“We had forty-five birds altogether. 


But we lost lots of rice hens in the tall 
grass along the edges of the rice pad- 
dies. We had about a box and a half 
of shells left altogether, so we thought 
we had better keep them, because, the 
Moros were pretty bad in some places 
out here. 


“Just as we were going to start back 


to the ship a Moro told one of the Fil- 
ipinos about some big Birds which 
roosted at night in the trees close by. 
As near as we could make out it was 
some kind of a wild turkey, so we 
concluded to try to get one. 


“While we were sitting there drink- 


ing and waiting patiently for turkeys 
the Moro came running up and pointed 
into one of the big trees, and what did 
we see but a big fruit-eating bat sall- 
ing around the tree. My two partners 
were disgusted over the funny turkeys 
and wanted to start back. but I wanted 
to get a bat and see what it looked like. 


“After wasting a box of shells 


I finally succeeded in breaking one’s 
wing. When he came down he started 
to screech, or rather I don't know 
what kind of a noise you would call jt, 
till we couldn't hear. I hit him on the 
head with the gun barrel about four 
times, and it didn’t seem to feaze him. 
One of the Moros said he wanted him 
for. chew eat, so I blew the bat’s head 
off and gave it to him. 


“These bats are about the size of @ 


half-grown cat in body, and this one’s 
wings spread from tip to tip about 
three feet. They have a head just like 
a fox, and their bodies are covered 
with fine fur, something like a musk- 
rat’s, but not as thick. They have two 
hind legs with heavy claws on them 
for hanging on trees, and they aiso 
have a hook on each joint on their 
wings, so they can hang either way. 


“I examined this bat and found out 


it had no stomach. I wanted to find 
out what they lived on, but all I could 
find was water of the fruit. I think all 
they eat is fruit growing wild in the 
mountains. 


“Their wings are like fine rubber and 


you can fill them full of holes and it 
won't feaze them. If you hit them bad 
in the body they will sail off and drop 
s0 far away that you won't be able to 
find them.

RAWHIDE, Sept. 3.—Five days ago 
Rawhide was destroyed by fire. and 
today there is no more cheerful place 
on the map. The people would have 
forgotten al! about the fire were it not 
for the fact that they are busy at 
work in the midst of the ruins. And 
they are busy, too, for the work of re- 
construction har been going on since 
Monday, when the fire lines were 
thrown down, @nd the work of clear- 
ing the débris began. But the major- 
ity of the people did not wait for the 
removal of the ropes around the burned 
district to get busy. On the very day 
of the fire, all the lumber that was 
in the camp had been contracted for. 
and the lumber yards were sending out 
their orders for more On 
Monday night there were eight 
buildings tn frame in the burned dis- 
trict, and seventy-five carpenters 
knocked off work. The carpenters are 
getting a dollar an hour, but this price 
does not feaze the lot owners. 

This gives an idea of the confidence 
that the people of Rawhide have in 
the future of the camp. Of course, 
behind it all are the mines. It is a 
different Rawhide that is being built 
today from that which was in the 
course of erection last January and 
February. In January. we had the 
greatest showings in the world, the 
promise of the most wonderful gold 
cam that had ever been discovered. 
But it was only a promise; the ground 
had to be developed to show what was 


below the surface. The rea] miners 
who examined the grounds honestly 
were not afraid of the development, 


not afraid to take the chances of go- 
ing to the depth. And these men are 
the men Who have won out, for there 
has not been a failure wherever there 
has been a hole sunk.

Motor Car Makes Initial Trip 
on Heavy Grade. 


That an automobile may be driven 
into the heart of the Tejunga range 
and over one of the steepest grades 
in Los Angeles county has just been 
proven. A route winding for fifteen 
miles along the mountainsides, to 
drop again into beautiful valleys, and 
again rearing itself on a 20 per cent.

NEW YORK, Sept. 7.—Prominent 
and influential members of both. the 
great societies of automobile manu- 
facturers —the A.M.C.M.A. and the N.

dicated by the statement of Mr. Mor- 
rell that from his point of view the 
position of the club relative to the 
Vanderbilt race is one from which it 
cannot recede, and one which has been 
irrevocably fixed, 

Thus the merry war of disqualifica- 
tion. goes on. The A.A.A. has an- 
nounced that Robert Graves has se- 
cured Emile Stricker te drive his Mer- 
cedes in the Vanderbilt race, and now 
it seems that Stricker has applied to 
W. S. Hogan, European representative 
of the A.C.A., asking if the A.C.A. 
would disqualify him if he drove. He 
took the position that as the car he is 
to drive is an old Mercedes privately 
owned by a@ man not connected with 
the factory, he should be free to drive. 
Mr. Hogan told him that he would be 
disqualified. Stricker was formerly a 
demonstrator of Rochet-Schneider cars 
in this city. He was Louis Strang’s 
tutor, and drove a Porthos in the 
Grand Prix this year. 

Louis Strang has been approached by 
A. HK. Cordner and Welton H. 
who have entered an Acme for the 
Vanderbilt race. He states that he 
hae declined to drive the car, as he 
does not wish to be kept from com- 
peting in international races abroad. 

As far as entries go, there are many 
wild rumors floating around. From 
Paris comes the statement that In ad- 
dition to the Mercedes of Robert 
Graves, there will be seen in the con- 
test a Hotchkiss entered by Jefferson 
De Mont Thompson, chairman of the 
Vanderbilt Cup Commission: a Flat 
entered by Lewis Speare, and a Benz 
entered by Louis Bergdoll, the Phila- 
deiphia agent. for the German car.

The Molting of the Birds. 
ONE REASON Wuy so FEw ARE 
HEARD SINGING Now.

URING the last of August and for the greater part 
of September one often hears comment made upon 
the lack of birds where a few weeks before they 
had been abundant. Suddenly, as it gseems, one finds 
the yard deserted and the lack of music is noticeable. 
This condition is partly because during the latter part 
of August the majority of our summer visitors leave for 
their winter quarters, and the winter visitants having 


not arrived..their absence is the more noticeable

Young birds usually start out in life with the same 
plumage as the mother. When the feathers change usu- 
ally the adult plumage is assumed and one is able to tell 
whether they are male or female. The baby grosbeak 
that | had for several weeks was getting new feathers 
when an accident ended his career the last of August. 
Enough of the bright breast feathers had come in to 
assure me that he was*a male. There is such a differ- 
ence in the plumage of the male grosbeak that I have 
been led to wonder if some of them, like some of the ori- 
Oles, do not grow more brilliant with old age. Some 
male grospeaks I have seen that were scarcely brighter 
than the females, and there have been others that were 
so bright as to easily be mistaken for orioles, as far as 
color was concerned. 

The Heerman gulls that are abundant on our coast 
have beautiful plumage. In summer their heads and 
necks are white, their bodies dark drab, and their bills 
red. But the queer thing about them is that. when I 
Visited the coast at Christmas time the birds were in full 
summer plumage, and laic in July they had mostly taken 
on their winter plumage, which lacks the white head 
amd neck. 

An account of a curious experiment with a male Bobo- 
link and searlet Tanager is given in a “Preliminary Re- 
port of an Investisation on the Seasonal Changes of 
Color in Uirds:’ by C. William Beebe, American natural- 
ist. in July-August “Bird Lore.” The searlet tanager is 
a brilliant bird that many will remember in their old 
homes. We do not have him in California, a yellow-and- 
black bird with a red head taking his place. In the win-

ter the red eastern bird changes to the olive tints of the 


| female, and the change is said by those who have seen 


to give the bird a most comical, patchwork appear- 
ance. To quote from “Bird Lore” in regard to Mr. 
Beebe's experiment: 

“Male Scarlet Tanagers and male Bobolinks tn full 
plumage and in full song were confined in cages where 


the supply of light was gradually diminishe! and the 
amount of food gradually increased. The birds began 
at once to gain in weight, and to lose in activity, and 


shortly to diminish singing, and when the time for the 
fall molt arrived not a feather was shed. 

‘From time to time a bird was gradually brought into 
the light for a week or two and meal worms were added 
This invariably resulted in a full resumption 
of song. Even in the middle of winter a Tanager or a 
Bobolink would make the room ring with its spring 
notes, and with this phenomehon was correlated a slight 
decrease in weight.” 

Early the following spring Tanagers and’ Bobdtiaks 
which were gradually brought under normal! conditions, 
molted as wild birds of the same species do, into spring 
breeding plumage Wild Scarlet Tanagers, however,

GUITEAU's CRIME. 

D4 By a Special Contributor, 
UITEAU, the assassin, might have killed Stanford 
White, and been sent to an asyium. But all of the 
millions of -the Thaws could not have saved ‘the 

life of their notorious criminal, if-he had killed a Presi- 

dent. 

Guiteau was in ane. that palpable fact could not 
BaVe Irom the illows, 

John Wiikes Booth was insane. But, if captured, he 
could not have lived to face a jury. It was well for him, 
and well for the country, that -Boston Corbett’s bullet 
finished him, 

McKinley was assassinated by an insane, weak-mineed 
pervert; but swift retribution was too slow to suit our 
people. 

Three Presidents of the United. States have been as- 
sassinated; and each one of them fell by the hand of 
an insane man. ,But, it is now known of all men that 
neither insanity, nor any other excuse nor pretense of 
excuse, will spare the lifé of any man who lifts his 
hand against the President of the United States. He 


must surely die. These precedents should have deters 


rent influence upon any man who would entertain a sim-\ 


ilar criminal idea. 

The writer was visiting in Washington on July 2, 1881, 
when the national capital was frenzied and the whole 
world startled by the news. of the assassination of Pres- 
ident Garfield, in a railroad depot. Having the friend- 
ship of the District Attorney, the narrator secured ad- 
mission to the rooms at police headquarters, on Penn- 
syivania avenue and Four-and-a-half street, The chief 
fact, apparent to all, and which stands forth most 
clearly in memory, is that Guiteau seemed to be sane; 
the most sane and collected man in headquarters. He 
calmly asserted: “| am a prisoner of state, and should 
be taken to jail. You are keeping me here unti] a mob 
collects, in order that | may be dealt with unlawfully.” 

Thus the infamous assassin, violating the highest of 
laws, appealed to the law for protection. As now ap- 
pears, he was an insane man, an arrogant, self-opinion- 
ated paranoaic. 

Indefinite information was rife in the streets, Crowds 
collected, so'that the police force was inadequate to keep 
them dway from the depot: inadequate to keep them 
Therefore President Garfield was carried up- 
stairs and temporerily cared for there. Surgeons were 
summoned, but they could do nothing there. Within 
half an hour, there was an ambulance at the door, sur- 
rounded by mounted policemen. Thus escorted, the am- 
bulanee went careering up Penn Vania avenue to the 
White House, where the first caretul examination was 
made, and Surgeon Bliss, a veteran volunteer army sur-

geon, pronounced the wound to be dangerous, and prob- 
ably fatal 

The first definite information ‘printed was in an extra 
edition of the Evening Star, of Washington. Three 
other extra editions were printed within two hours. 
They are now before the writer, amd give graphic ac- 
counts of the dastardly deed. 

Fortunate, indeed, was it for Guiteau that he was cap- 
tured so quickly and taken to police headquarters, The 
gathering crowds, unanimously on vengeance bent, did 
notyknow where he was, until after the police patrol, 
surrounded by mounted policemen, had taken him to 
the security of the jail, and that stronghold was 
promptly guarded by battalions of marines and artillery- 
men,

ACTER AND USE. 
I ice and snow. In a land of perpetual sunshine ev- 


ery garden should have a sun dial; in no country can it 
be so useful as in our own. Where clocks and watches | 
fail, it is as well to have one accurate timepiece that | 
never fails. It is best to have a very simple sun dial 
with nothing on the plate save the necessary figures, | 
but in formal gardens of some .pretentions, where the | 
setting is elaborate, a motto often encircles the dial. If 
one is used, see that it is in plain English, that its 
meaning may be clear to all and not alone to those who 
know much or little of Latin, 


In our favored land garden seats and arbors may be 
used at all seasons and should be in every garden in 
ize every land, for a visit to the garden must not be made a 
task, and there are many of the frequenters who have 
need of temporary rest. Every garden of any size needs 
at least one “summer-house,” 
water-proof top, so that it may be used, if desired, dur- 
ing rainy weather. For perfect landscapes Southern 
California has dire need of more inland water, therefore 


y : a small body of water has. in loca) gardens, a most un- | 


usual charm, but it should be harmonious with its sur- 
roundings and never so large as to dominate the gar- 
den or landscape. If in a formal garden or close to the 
house or other buildings, or garden accessories of an 
architectural nature they may be formal in design.

HE jealous or disgruntied often give out the word 
that even the bucolic citizens of the State are more 
given to assertions than works, mu h less the 
professional boosters and land agents who are accred- 
ited with nothing but high-sounding claims. But occa- 
sionally the eriticisms of our friends in the East who 
insist on remaining there, are confounded by facts pub- 
lished in eastern papers. A ease comes up in the asser- 
tion of ereat trades journal that the California lemon 
is driving out the Sicily lemon because the former are 
honestly packed, while the latter are not. Gradually the 
lemion-packing business has been getting into ideal 
shay vhether in the hands of a well-managed associ- 
growers, and these eastern 
pupers do say our jiemons are of uniform size and of ex- 
cellent quality; For which nice and helpful praise we 
are yvrateful. I know there are many California boom- 
ers who do nét confine themselves to the truth, but as 
tone as our orchard products are packed in the best 
stvle and of merchantable quality those who send out 
overwrought statements cannot do the harm they could 
otherwise. We certainly have an honest lot of lemon 
packers, and the paper to which I refer makes the work 
of these men the basis for the prediction that the Sicily 
lemon cannot again serious}y interfere with California 
froit in the interior of the North American continent.

Bureau of Plant Industry has spent years in trying to 
locate the trouble, finding it a very puzzling problem. 
By taking extracts of the above-named loco weeds and 
giving them to rabbits and other animals it was found 
by elimination of the elements contained that barium 
caused the manifestations known as loco. Whether this 
discovery can be used in any way to mitigate the death 
rate of stock remains to be determined 


Coloraio has spent over $425,000 in the attempt to 
eradicate loco weeds in the last nine years. The loss in 
this State in one year from loco was about $120,000, and 
the trouble is found in over a dozen States, all lying 
west of the Missouri River. Were it not for the fact 
that animals acquire the habit of eating these poison- 
ous plants, the loss would be greatly reduced wherever 
the more nutritious food plants are found. The great- 
est ravages ever reported from one section occurred in 
Southwestern Kansas, where 25,000 cattle died in one 
season from eating loco weed.

If he {fs 
lown, however, one of the germs will get hold 
of him and produce ulceration and typhoid.” 

Prof. Wiley was richt, as far as he went, but he 
should have gone further, and have declared that there 
are no such things as typhoid fever “germs’—or the 
germ of any other | These are not the 
cause, but an effect of disease, just as maggots are an 
effect of rotting meut.

lowa, stated that he had sent a circular letter to 3500 
physicians practicing In lowa. Eight hundred replies were 
received, many of them containing information which 
led to reports of fatalities by men who did not reply 
to his first letter. He had rejected reported chloroform 
fatalities occurring from two to four days after anes- 
thesia, because he did not think it was possible to se- 
cure anything like reliable data in this class of cases. 
He had rejected ether fatalities occurring at the close 
of a long and difficult operation. He had excluded cases 
in which he thought that the operation itself was of suf- 
ficient magnitude to cause death on the operating table, 
or soon thereafter. He had excluded obstetric fatalities 
in which placenta previa or severe hemorrhage compli- 
cated delivery. He had excluded cases in which pneu- 
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monia or other lung complications followed gall bladder | 
or other abdominal work. The report contained sixty- | 


three chloroform fatalities.’

On the contrary, the fact is 
that their systems, being full of nicotine or alcohol, the 
vitality has been so lessened that the system no longer 
has the power to attempt to throw out the intruder, 
which will inevitably cause serious trouble sooner or 
later.
